yet mercifully, Jack Wilson spared the lives of many more. Texas law was recently
updated to ensure that individuals like Mr. Wilson do not have to fear the threat of
prosecution for carrying a firearm in a church that allows it. Fortunately, Alabama can
proudly say that it already offers this same protection. We urge every church in our
state to adopt a church security plan that will better ensure the safety of their members

during worship.”
